After a winter of slumber, the 
Pelham Home and Leisure Show 
is set to kick off a spring and 
summer of outdoor activity. 

“People look forward to the 
home show because it signals a 
beginning of the summer,” said 
Kinsmen publicity director Kevin 
Twomey. 

“It’s a place to meet your 
friends, visit with local vendors 
and plan projects,” he said about 
the three-day show at Pelham 
Arena this Friday, Saturday and 
Sunday.

Miniature world brought to life

You can never predict 
how many people are going 
to show up, says Richard 
Pengelly. 

After about 30 years of 
running open houses with 
the Greater Niagara Model 
Railroad Engineers, the 
club’s current president 
said it’s usually surprising 
or disappointing. 

“You might have a beau¬ 
tiful day and figure you’re 
going to have all sorts of 
people and nothing hap¬ 
pens,” he said. 

He was pleasantly sur¬ 
prised by the number of 
people who crowded into 
the building at 1141 Maple 
St. in Fenwick to see the 
miniature world the mem¬ 
bers created. Within less 
than two hours of opening 
the doors on a rainy Sunday 
afternoon, more than 160 
people had already walked 
through the doors. 

For long-time members 
such as Pengelly, who have 
spent countless hours over 
the past few decades creat¬ 
ing the miniature railroad 
and the intricate landscape, 
seeing the reaction from 
visitors who arrived to enjoy 
the fruits of their labour is 
very rewarding. 

“Most of the trees that are 
on the layout, I made them,” 
Pengelly said. 

He pointed out a realis¬ 
tic looking fir tree growing 
along the railroad tracks. 
That tree, he explained, 
is really a length of frayed 
rope with some wire twisted 
through it. Other trees are 
made from dried weeds. 

“And those rocks over 
there, you know what they 
are?" he asked, pointing 
to a section of track that 


looked as though some tiny 
workers blasted through a 
mountain of shale rock to 
lay them. 

“You know the paper ceil¬ 
ing tile, you take it and cut 
it and brake it and you get 
the layers.” 

Pengelly said the club 
currently has about 18 
members, and each of them 
specialize in a different ele¬ 
ment of bringing the tiny 
world to life. 

For instance, while 
Pengelly and a few other 
members create the land¬ 
scapes, he said others are 
interested in the electron¬ 
ics involved in keeping the 
trains moving. 

“If anyone’s interested in 
joining, we're always look¬ 
ing for new members,” he 
said, adding the members 
have to be at least 14 years 
old to join. 

The club meets 
Wednesday nights at 7 
p.m., and people interested 
in joining are welcome to 

Another open house is 
scheduled for next Sunday, 
from noon until 4:30 p.m. 
That will be the last open 
house for the club until next 
November.

New sound system makes council more accessible 


D uring a recent Council 
meeting, town staff 
pointed out to me a gentleman 
sitting in the front row who was 
using a small machine to audio- 
tape council’s proceedings. 

This surprised me since we are 
fortunate that our local Cogeco 
Cable company regularly video 
tapes and broadcasts council 
meetings. (In fact, I am always 
pleased when residents inform 
me that they regularly watch our 
council meetings on Cogeco!) 

At least one member of council 
saw the gendeman’s action and 
raised a “point of order.” While 
the Town Clerk read from our 
procedural bylaw - which was 
approved in 2005 and allows for 
recording of council meetings 
with expressed written consent 
- the gentleman ceased his 
recording. (That meant that I did 
not actually have to rule on the

Because council recently 
approved some major audio and 
video improvements to Pelham’s 
Council Chamber, our meetings 
should be totally accessible and 
available for future reference. 

Within the last year, the town 
applied for and received an 
“enabling accessibility grant” 
from the federal government. The 
grant “...supports community- 
based projects across Canada that 
improve accessibility, remove 
barriers, and enable Canadians 
with disabilities to participate 
in and contribute to their 
communities." 


The grant funded 
improvements include: 

■ Microphones at each 
councillor’s seat and at the 
presentation podium; 

■ Speakers to assist members 
of the public to better hear the 
proceedings; 

■ Video cameras, able to 
record all meetings - including 
public meetings. Committee of 
Adjustment meetings, or special 
meetings (that Cogeco does not 
currently tape); 

■ Media inputs for Cogeco, so 
that their set-up and take-down 
time will be dramatically reduced 
to five minutes. 

These improvements will also 
mean that the town will be able 
to “stream" digital recordings 
from the town’s website and to 
offer and maintain a record of all 
meetings. 

I hope that these changes will 
not only make it easier for folks to 


hear the proceedings of Council 
or Committee of Adjustment, 
but also that it will make council 
meetings even more accessible to 
you and your neighbours. 

For example, if there’s an issue 
you read about in the newspaper 
and you want to see what the 
discussion looked like, you 
should be able to do so from the 
town’s website. 

I hope that these improvements 
will help advance one of 
council’s Strategic Plan themes 
— “An Engaged and Integrated 
Community” — by increasing 
opportunities for you and 
your neighbours and friends 
to interact with Council and I 
and for Council and I to better 
interact with you.

Celebrated every April 22, 

Earth Day is the largest, most 
celebrated environmental event 
worldwide. 

More than 6 million Canadians 
join 1 billion people over 170 
countries in hosting events 
and projects to address local 
environmental issues. Nearly 
every schoolchild in Canada 
takes part in an Earth Day 
activity. 

In Canada the event has spread 
into Earth Week where thousands 


of people, schools, employee 
groups and community groups 
are becoming a catalyst for 
change. 

The Ball’s Falls admission is 
free for children 5 and under; 
$4.25 for ages 6 to 18 and seniors; 
with an adult entrance admission 
and parking for $5.75 with a 
carload maximum of $18. 

Light refreshments will be 
available for purchase with a 
limited number of bird nesting 
boxes and toad houses available. 
Some may wish to take home 
the assembled products and 
some may wish to direct them to 
conservation areas. 

If you wish to expand your 
interest throughout Earth Week, 

I recommend the following 
parks and trails. The St.John’s 
Trout pond is found by travelling 
down Pelham Street to HoEow 
Road. The pond itself is located 
in Thorold but there are several 
trails that roam into Pelham. 

The E. C. Brown site is across 
from the airport on River Road 
up from Effingham Street. The 


early spring has caused many of 
the native species to begin their 
growth and a gravel trail runs 
around the wetland complex. 

Morgan’s Point in Wainfleet 
is another interesting site to 
explore as are the John Nemy 
and Lathrop Trails off Marlene 
Stewart Streit Park. 

For those in the Chantler Road 
area, Pelham’s own beauty is 
the Bradshaw Park which has 
a central gravel trail and a few 
looping side trails. 

Of course our largest trail 
system is found in the ShorthiUs 
Provincial Park with access from 
the Roland Road parking area in 
Pelham.

Pelham trashes two provincial decisions 


Town councillors called two 
recent decisions from Toronto ridic¬ 
ulous and based on pretzel logic.
